Previous to now, the ai'chttects, 
while nomlnaliy members of the En- 
gineering Undergraduate Sj)clety, 
have not, within the past few years, 
taken part in its functions or taken 
any interest hi its activities. Instead, 
they have held their own banquets, 
and the - Ai'chiteotural ; Society has 
taken care of : their activities. Des- 
pite 'tlils, the Engineering Society 
has ' taken the one dollar per head 
diie to' the imders^uate societies 
and disposed of it.

As 
Dr. Fyfe admits, their great interest in 
one another, and the promiscuity of their 
relations, accounts in great measure for 
his denunciation. 

We contend that it is this very înter-

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Chemical Warfare More 

Merciful Thxin Supposed 



(By Exchange Service) 
"Ol^emlcal waWaro Is the most 
mereifj^^lclnd of warfare I know 
aiMra^^'^Baid A. B. Lamb, Ervlng 
Professor of Chemistry and Presl- 
dentrElect of the . American Chemic- 
al Society, .yesterà'ày In an Interview 
with a. .Crimson reporter. 

"When ..chemical warfare was first 
used in the World War we thought 
It extraordinarily cruel, and barbaric 
as compared with ordinary warfare. 
And indeed 'chlorine,' the first gas 
used, :was frightfully painful and 
corrosive. But this gas was shortly 
abandoned for far more effective 
gases which were not painful when 
breathed and which did^not warn of 
danger. 'Mustard gas' .belonged to 
this class, .'and '^ while It was' respon- 



sible for. something .like half a mil- 
lion casualitles during the World 
War, it produced no pain whatever 
when ' breathed ■ and ' little , extreme 
pain at any time. 

More importantistill/the^ gas casu- 
alty getsiiweUi M r According to the sta- 
tistics 'ot-. the -'Medical' Corps of the 
U. S; Army twenty-foxur percent ■ of 
the total American casualties in the 
World . War died, while only two per 
cent of the American casualties 
caused, by- gas becanie fatalities. A 
gas 'Casualty Is put out of action for 
days- or months,: but almost always 
he recovers and recovers completely. 
Permanent injury is rare. Compare 
this with the frightful and tragic 
victims of shell and shot."
